First, to build a Catholic church gpg c- 
tory and convent in McKee City, N. J., 
and, second, to build and maintain a 
charitable institution in Philadelphia for 
the education of both white and colored 
male orphans, to be known McKee 
college, under thie-control of the Catholic 
clergy. 

McKee was buried today. 
services of the Presbyterian church, of 
which he was a member up %o the time 
of his death, beimg held over his remians, 
The will was read after the funeral and 
caused much astonishment. It provided 
that he be given a Catholic ‘burial. 

McKee owned nearly 400 pieces of real 
estate in Philadelpr@., 4,500 acres of farm 
land in New Jersey and 200,000 acres of 
coal. mineral, oil and farm land in Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia and [llinois. 

He is survived by one daughter, Abbie 
A. Syphax, who hss five children living, 
and by Harry McKee Minton, who is the 
son of a second daughter. This daughter 
is ead. 

The surviving daughter is cut off with 
an annuity of $00 and after her death her 
surviving children shal! ‘receive annul- 
ties of $5 Oeach. Harry Minton 1s be- 
queathed an annuity of $50 and after the 
death of all the annuitants, 'the annuflies 
ehall revert to the residuary estate in 
the hands of the archbishop. 

The will does not Indicate any change 
in McKee’s religious belief.

She was felled by a terrific blow on the 
head, which broke her neck, and ‘her 
throat was cut from ear to-ear. A blow 
from some instrigment made a hole in 
the middle of her head, and behind her 
left ear was a deep stab wound, evident- 
ly made by the same instrument that was 
used to cut her throat. in addition to 
these ghastly wounds a héavy blow had 
been struck on the side of her face, frac- 
turing the cheek bone. Her mutilated 
body was found in this condition in a 
lonely spot on Thirteenth street. It was 
taken to the morgue and was not identi- 
fied until this morning. 

Miss Jennett left ‘her home last evening 
to attend a meeting of the Rebekah lodge, 
of which she was a member. She left 
the méeting about 10 o’elock and was not 
seen again alive. Her parents were 
alarmed at her not coming home, and 
when they heard of the murder became 
fearful that it might be their daughter. 
Mr. Jennett hurried to the morgue and 
there identified the mutilated body. 

The police were working on the case, 
and questioned him as to the girl. He 
told them cf her infatuation for Professor 
Miller, and the teacher was placed under 
arrest. Miller took the situation very 
coolly when he was examined at the 
station. Nothing could be learned from 
questioning him. 


Accused Man Faints. 


He was then ‘ordered to take off his 
clothes, and on the shirt the police found 
blood stains. Miller offered no explana- 
tion of them. More stains were found on 
other garments. Miller still maintained 
ebsolut? silence... it was then decided to 
lock him up. While he was being regts- 
tered cn the blotter. the m@ric teacher 
collapsed and fainted. He was revived, 
only to faint again as the officers con- 
ducted him to a cell. 

Miller left his house last evening to 
attend a lodge meeting on Baker street, 
and returned about 11:20 o’clock, ap 
parently col and undisturbed.

Knoxville, Tenn., April 10.—Meager de- 
tails of a bloody battle between a sheriff's 
posse and outlaws in Scott county, Vir- 
ginia, this afternoon 
through a long distance telephone message 
from Jonesboro, Tenn. 

Five men, all members of the sheriff's 
posse, were killed, two other persons 
wounded and Jim Wright, an escaped 
Hancock county, Tennessee, murderer, 
shot and captured. 

Wright was under a life sentence in the 
penitentiary for murder and escaped from 
the state prison at Brushy mountain 
two years ago. He returned to his haunts 
in Hancock county and there defied the 
officers although there was a reward of 
$500 for his arrest. Not long after his 
return home Sheriff Lagere, of Hancock 
county, was shot from ambush and killed. 
The crime was charged to Jim Wright, 
John Templeton, another alleged mur- 
derer, and the latter’s brothers. The mo- 
tive was that Lagere had killed the father 
of the Templetons. Recently officers have 
been planning to trap Wright in his home 
and he, together with John Templeton 
and other members of his gang crossed 
the state line into Virginia. They have 
been in Scott county about a month. 

Today the sheriff organized a strong 
posse and attempted to arrest the gang. 
The outlaws had been notified and a 
pitched battle resulted. Five of the sher- 
iff’'s posse were killed and two others, 
Deputy Sheriffs Joe Moss and Sam Wax, 
wounded. Wright was wounded and cap- 
tured, but all the other members of his 
gang escaped. They are being pursued 
but the mountains of the county afford 
them all possible chance of escape.

FRIAR LANDS IN PHILIPPINES. 


United States Will Deal with Vatican 
in Regard to Them. 
Washington, April 10.—Bishop O’Gor- 
man, of Sioux Falis, 8. Dak., called at 
the war department today and had 4 
short talk with Secretary Root with 
relation to the present and future status 
of the church in the insular possessions 
of the United States, and particularly

known.

HOLDS CORPSE OF RHODES 


Buluwayvo, Matabeleland, April 10.— 
Amid an immense throng of soldiers, 
civilians and natives the body of Cecil 
Rhddes was today committed to its rock 
tomb in the Matoppo hills. The coffin 
was shrouded in a union jack and the 
wreath sent by Quecn Alexandra was laid 
upon it as it was lowered into the grav>. 

The funeral party started from Fuller's 
toiel early this morning. The proces- 
sion was 5 miles long as it wound 
through the hills and gorges. 

Twelve oxen hauled the coffin to the al- 
mcst inaccessible summit of the kapjJe, 
where the chiefs Shembli, Faku anid 
Umgula and 2,000 natives had assembled 
to witness the Christian interment rites, 
which they afterwards supplemcnted in 
their own fashion by the sacrifice of 
fifteen oxen to the shade of the great 
dead chief. 


Thousands of white persons congre-

grave was encircled by six bowlders. ' 

The dead march echoed through the 
hills and the natives etood like statues. 
Tears were in the eyes of many of the 
onlootlers.

WOUNDED IN THE RIOTS 


Over Thirty Persons Are Stabbed, 
Some of Them Seriously—Some 
of the Troops Are in Open 
Sympathy with the 
Rioters. 


Brussels, April 11, 1 a. m.—Serious con- 
flgts between the rioters and the police, 
in, Which over thirty persons were 
wounded, including women and children, 
occurred here lastQnight in the vicinity 
of the Maison du Peuple. 

The first crcounter took place in the 
Rue des Minines, where the mob pelted 
the police with cobblestones. The police 
then charged with fixed bayonets, three 
men being severely and several 
others slightly wounded. The mob 
then proceeded to the Rue _  §8tz- 
vens, in front of the Maison 
du Peuple, where a still more serious 
conflict occurred. Over a hundred, skots 
were fired from both sides. Women and 
children were wounded here, and they, 
together with the men injured were 
taken into the Maison du Peuple. 

City in nebellion. 

Toward midnight this district of Brus- 
seis had the appearance of a city in re- 
volt. The rioters had torn up the street 
car rails and erected a sort of barricade 
to fortify their position at the Maison. 


’ By strenuous efforts the police managed 


to clear the Rue Stevers, but the Maison 
du Peuple was left in possession of the 
rioters. 

At a socialist meeting held in front of 
Maison du Peuple last evening the so- 
cialist deputies Defnet and Detbastee 
advised the workmen present to be pre- 
pared for a general strike next Tuesday. 
After the, meeting the socialists paraded 
«the streets of the city, smashing the 
windows o* churches and cafes, firing 
revolvers and - singing revolutionary 
scngs. There were several collisions 
With the police»and service guards, who 
were forced to use their bayonets and 
the butts of their rifles on the rioters. 
Every- window in the residence of Sen- 
ator Count Demerode has been smashed. 

Rioting hag also octurred at Ghent and 
Liege, where meetings in favor of a gen- 
eral strike have been held. 


Militia in Revolt. 


London, April 11.—The Brussels corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says that 
the reservists who were called out in 
consequence of the riotg arrived there 
yesterday singing revolutionary airs. At 
the station they were met by the social- 
ists, who distributed red leaflets to them, 
in which it was said that the socialist 
women were confident that the militia 
would not fire upon the socialists if the 
command was given to do so. 

A noncommissioned officer who or- 
dered the arrest of one of the distribu- 
tors of the leaflets was loudly hooted. 

One Antwerp firm alone, centinues the 
correspondent, recently sold 17,000 re- 
volvers to the savialists. 


ITALY MAD AT SWITZERLAND. 


Diplomatic Relations Between the 
Countries Severed. 

Berne, Switzerland, April 10.—Diplomat- 
ic relations between##Switzerland and 
Italy have been ruptured. This action 
arises from the refusal of Switzerland 
to give satisfaction regarding an article 
published in Geneva, insulting the mem- 
ory of the murdered King Humbert. 
The article which led to the differences 
appeared in an anarchist sheet, published 
in Geneva. Signor Silvestrelli demanded 
that the authorities prosecute the paper, 
but the Swiss government replied that 
it could not act without a complaint be- 
ing formally lodged by the Italian gov- 
ernment. Italy declined to adopt this 
course and the correspondence became 
acrimonious, leading finally to the rup- 
ture of diplomatic relations.

Georgia Fruit Growers’ Association as- 
sembled in called meeting this morning at 
%9 o'clock at the Hotel Lanier. The meet- 
ing was called to order by Hon. O. B. 
Stevens, state commissioner of agricul- 
ture, in the absence of President Dudley 
Hughes, of Twiggs county. President 
Hughes arrived an hour later and as- 
sumed the chatr. 

There was a very large attentlance of 
fruit growers from all sections of the 
state. Secretary Frank W. Hazlehurst 


Was present. 

The opinion of ‘the growers in attend- 
ance on the meeting is that the fruit has 
suffered but little damage from the cold 
and the outlook is favorable for a good 
crop. The growers seem well satisfied 
with the pregent condition of fruit. 

By special invitation State Entomologist 
Albwood, of Virginia, addressed the meet- 
ing. Professor Alwood, in a most in- 
teresting manner, explained the results ob- 
tained from spraying apple and peach 
trees in Virginia and gave those present 
considerable information concerning the 
growing of fruit in nis state. His talk 
was highly appreciated by all present. 

The principal object of the meetmg was 
to discuss freight rates and commission 
houses talks, these subjects were invited 
and Colonel John M. Stubbs, of Dublin, 
and others talked at considerable length. 
Colonel Stubbs was asked a number of 
questions anid nis talt was interspersed 
with interesting discussions. 

The following members of the associa- 
tion, Hughes, Gober, Ware, Witholt, Ha- 
ziehurst, Williams, Summerons and Mat- 
thews, were appointed a committee to se- 
lect the commission houses to which fruit 
shall be shipped. In the event of unfair 
treatment of the growers Dy tne houses 
such houses are to be dropped from the 
patronage of the shinpers. 

The point was raised that the associa- 
tion is not a chartgred ins@ution and 
that in case the committee on the selec- 
tion of commission houses should see fit 
to put any house on or after having put 
it on the list should see fit to take it off 
thereby stopping shipments to that house 
would the members of the commrtttee be 
individualy liable for any damage that 
might be claimed by the commission house 
s0 boycotted. Some of the members 
thought the committee might be liable 
as individuals and in order to be on the 
eafe side and to make any such action the 
act of the organization as a whole it was 
Wecided to apply for a charter and this 
‘Wl be done at once, a committee for 
this purpose having been appointed. 

A committee was appointed to make de- 
mand on the eastern railroads to make 
rates on a parity with the western roads, 
which, it is claimed, give one-third of a 
cent per mile less rates on shipments of 
‘fruits from the south than the eastern 
roads, 

The afternoon session partook of the na- 
ture of an experience meeting, at which 
numerous short talks were made as to the 
kind of fertilizers should be used, the 
eare of trees, etc. 

The association adjourned to meet again 
in Macon on May 1.

“Folding his arms across his breast he 
stood gazing on the scene below, turning 
himself around as if to take a farewell 
view. There standing, a cannon shot 
from the enemy’s guns crashed through 
his breast and opened a wide door through 
which his spirit took its flight to join 
his comrades on the other shore. Surely 
the earth never opened her arms to a'low 
the head of a braver mam to rest upon her 
bosom. Surely the Night never pushed the 
derkness back to make brighter the road 
that leads to the Lamb, and surely the 
gates of heaven never opened wider to 
allow a more manly spirit to enter there- 
in.

Thal 
of Maj, Hanson the State 
Can Go Ahead and Build

PART OF WALL STREET WILL 
BE NARROWED 10 TEN FEET 


Property Owners Assent to Plans. 
Further Details of Structure as 
Presented by Architect Gil- 
bert—Believed He Has 
Solved Problem. 


Architect Bradford L. Gilbert left the 
city yesterday for New York, carrying 
with him the preliminary plans of the 
new depot proposed to be built on the 
state’s property, an outline of which 
was first published exclusively in The 
Constitution. 

These plans, it is understood, will be 
submitted to President Samuel Spencer, 
of the Southern Railway Company, wiith- 
in the next few days. Upon his approval 
or rejection of them will depend, if may 
be said, the fate of«the new depot «o 
far as buildirg upor the state’s property 
is conterned, 


Interesting among the features of the , 


proposed new depot is the narrowing 
of Wall street so that between Pryor 
and Loyd streets it will be reduced from 
a 60-foot to a 30-foot street, with side- 
walk, while along the length of the Kim- 
ball house between Pryor street and the 
viaduct the width of the street will be 
orly about 10 or 12 feet, making it pra-- 
tically an alley way. The plans propose 
to encroach 20 feet on Wall street all 
the way from the Whitehall street via- 
duct to Loyd street, and as Is. well 
known, the street is wider to the east 
cf Pryor than to the west of it. 

Thig feature of. narrowing Wal] street 
was presented to the property owners 
around the depot site, along with all 
the other details of the plans, and they 
assented to it. In fact, they all agreed 
that a new passenger station constructed 
on the lines proposed by Mr. Gilbert 
would in n° wise damage the surround- 
ing property. Should it be finally de- 
termined to build the depot on these 
lines, it is practically certain that there 
will be no demand for damages from 
any source.

The plans themselves are not yet com- 
pleted, though they had reached a stage 
where they clearly showed the archi- 
tect’s idea. H@ hag taken them back to 
New York for the purpose of putting 
on the finishing touches. This will be 
done within the next two or three days, 
and they will then be presented to the 
executive officers of the railroads. Their 
final adoption, as stated, depends on the 
assent of President Spertcer, of the 
Southern, and Major J. F. Hanson, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the Ceg- 
tral of Georgia. These were the two 
railroad officials who expressed the opin- 
{cn that a satisfactory depot could not 
be built on the state’s property, but 
stated they were open to conviction. 

Mr. Gilbert stated that he had pre- 
pared plans for a depot that would pro- 
vide as many tracks and as large a 
waiting roem as has the New York Cen- 
tral depot. He considers it an adequate 
passenger station for a city of 300,000 or 
more inhabitants, and he and the rail- 
read men who inspected it are satisfied 
that it wil' give Atlanta a depot that 
will meet all the requirements for fifty 
years to come. 

Among the property owners around 
the depot who inspected the plans and 
pronounced them satisfactory from their 
standpoint were Dr. R. D. Spalding, 
Hugh T. Inman, 8S. M. Inman, Marion 
Jackson, Green T. Dodd, John W. Grant, 
W. H. Kiser and others. 

General Manager T. K. Scott, of the 
Georgia railroad, came up Wednesday 
night and inspected the plans. He pro- 
nouncec them feasible. They will neces- 
sitate some material changes in the Geor- 
gia railroad yards, sinc? the grade will 
have to be raised for a distance of 700 or 
800 feet. but it is believed from what Mr. 
Scott said that he will give the plans his 
approval. 

Details of the Plans. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution. 
Mr. Gilbert’s plans contemplate a staticn 
containing nine through tracks and four 
spur tracks for local trains. They do 
not contemplate the closing of either 
Pryor or Loyd street, and this is to be 
avoided by slightly lowering the grade 
of these streets, while the tracks are to 
be raised above them. The structure will 
be built without in the least interfering 
with the s‘'de track that supplies the 
wholesale houses on Alabama street. 

Mr. Gilbert's plans contemplate the 
raising of the tracks about 8 feet above 
the present grade, while the present grade 
will be lowered about 5 feet, so that 
where the tracks cross Fryor street they 
will be 12 or 13 feet above the street, 
Starting west of the Forsyth street 
bridge, it is proposed to make a grade of 
1 per cent, raising the tracks 1 foot in 
every hundred. In order to do this it 
will be necessary to elevate the center 
of the Whitehall etreet viaduct slightly. 
At present ihe top of the viaduct is flat, 
but these nlans propose to make it a 
curved surface, raising it slightly from 
each end vcrntil in the center {t will be 
21-2 feet above its present grade. This, 
Mr. Gilbert says can be accomplished 
with little difficulty, and withcut affect- 
ing the value of the viaduct or of the 
surrounding property. 

Over Pryor strect the tracks will be 
brought to a level a little more than i2 
feet above the street. Practically the 
same plan will be pursued at the Loyd 
street end cf the depce, the 1 per cent 
grade sloping back into the Georgia rail- 
road yards for a distance of 700 or 800 
feet. 

Waiting and Other Rooms. 

The main entrance to the depot is to be 
on Pryor street. It is to be handsomely 
designed, and from a sort of an arcade 
the passengers will descend directly into 
the waiting rooms, the floor of which will 
be about 3 feet below Pryor street. This 
will put the floor of the waiting, baggage 
and express rooms a total of about 16 
feet below the tracks. 

It is proposed to provide a large and 
commodious waiting room, one which Mr. 
Gilbert says will be as large as that of 
the New York Central depot in New York 
city. From this 8tairs will ascend to the 
platforms between the tracks overhead. 
There will be two staircases between 
each pair of tracks, one for incoming 
and another for outgoing passengers, 
Thus the passengers will not only reach 
their trains without crossing a track, but 
the incoming and the outgoing passengers 
will not meet, and confusion will thereby 
be av -ided., 

Opposite the Prycr street entrance will 
be a large space containing the express 
rooms and standing room for carriages 
and hacks The vehicles will thus be 
kept off Pryor street, and the passageway 
can at all times be Kept open. The pas- 
sageway vill be arched underneath the 
tracks, and will be cummodious enough 
for a double street car track should it 
be desired to ru. the cars there. 

Baggage rooms will be located on the 
ground floor to the east of the waiting 
rooms, and in thé castern end of the depot 
will be a set of elevaturs for handling 
baggage and express. From a railroag 
standpoint, this is regarded as one of the 
most valuable points abcut Mr. Gilberi’s 
plans.

CRIMINAL COURT 


Petition for Habeas Corpus Declares 
It Illegal. 


HEARING SET FOR TUESDAY 


Judge Lumpkin To Again Pass on 


The baggage and express will be 


Constitutionality of Tribunal 
Attack on the Court Is 
Effort To Free 
Prisoner. 


The constitutionality of th criminal 
court of Atlanta, presided over by Judge 
A. E. Calhoun, was attacked yesterday 
afternoon for the second time within the 
past few weeks. The latest attack is 
made by Judge Robert L. Rodgers, who 
applied to Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the 
superior court, for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus to secure the release from the county 
chaingang of Japhetle McFarland, a ne- 
gro. 

Judge Rodgers, in the petition, declares 
the court to be uniconstitutional and with- 
out authority and the imprisonment of 
McFarland, therefore, illegal. Judge 
Lumpkin set the case for hearing next 
Tuesday at 3 o’chock in the afternoon. 
Superintendent .T. J. Donaldson, of the 
chaingang,. to whom the writ of habeas 


icorpuy is directed, is ordered to have the 


person of McFarland in court § at that 
time, to be disposed of as the court di- 
recta. 

The city criminal court situation is at- 
traicting considerable attention in legal 
circles and the outcome of the fight being 
méde on it is watched with interest. A 
short ‘time agio Attorney Alexander 
Stephe\s attacked thg organization of the 
tr‘bunal in a petition for habeas corpus. 
Judge Lumpkin refused the writ, how- 
ever. and sustained the court. 

Says Act of 1891 Is Illegal. 

Judge Rodgers contends that the act of 
191, under which the court was organized, 
is illegal ‘or unconstitutional and that the 
court is not lawful for the trial of crim- 
inal cases, because the special law provid- 
ing for the trial of misdemeanor cases 
by a jury of five men is contrary to the 
general law, which provides for twelve 
jurors and which was in existence in 1891 
and is now in existence. The act of 
1891 {s declared to be further unconstitu- 
tional, because it violates paragraph 1, 
of section 9, of article 6, of the constitu- 
tion, which provides for the uniformity 
6f courts. 

Tt is claimed that the prisoner was 
devrived of his constitutional and legal 
right of trial by twelve jurors; that under 
the special act of 1891 a jury of five pass- 
ed on the case. The petition states that 
McFarland was convicted of the offense 
of “forcible detainer,’’ and was sentenced 
to serve 2 twelve-months’ term in the 
chaingange and it is alleged that the law 
for such offense requires. an indictment 
and a jurv of twelve, which it is claimed 
were jacking. It is also claimed that he 
was not given a _prelimi»vary hearing, 
whieh was necessery. 

It is further contended that the court 
had no right to sentence the prisoner to 
twelve months in the chaingang, as the 
code of 1882 prescribes a fine or imprison- 
ment in the county jail as punishment 
for conviction of such offense. 

Solicitor Eugene Black will represent 
the court at the hearing before Judge

The vote in the first ward was steady 
from the time the polls opened until they 
were closed.

The reformatory question was misunder- 
stood by over half of the voters, as 377 
out of 629 did not scratch either the 
clause ‘“‘for” or ‘‘against.””’ These tickets 
had to be thrown out. Only forty-one 
votes were cast against allowing the re- 
corder the power to send city juvenile 
criminals to the reformatory, so if the 
377 dead ballots had been voted the re- 
formatory question would have been car- 
ried in the third ward by a large ma- 
jority. 

There were only a few single-shot votes 
cast in the ward. 

In the Fourth Ward. 

Registered vote, 746. Vote polled, 494. 
The day in the fourth ward was an ex- 
ceedingly quiet one, and the managers 
declare there was absolutely nothing to 
relieve the monotony which at times was 
almost oppressive. 

There were 494 votes cast-in the fourth, 
out of 746 registered, or about 66 per cent. 
The voting in the early part of the day 
was slow and up to noon there were but 
few over 100 votes cast.

Fifth Ward. 

Registered vote, 807. Vote polled, 575. 
A plentiful supply of interest, accom- 
panied by almost equal quietude, marked 
the day in the fifth. The polls were con- 
tinuously surrounded by a throng and 
the scene was enlivened by enthusiastic 
workers, but no Special incidents occurred 
during the day. : 

The voting was slow, with the exception 
of the hour from 6 until 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when the shops and factories 
in this ward were closed. This was the 
opportunity for the workingmen to vote 
and they swarmed to the polls in large 
numbers.

Beethoven’s Third Symphony was the 
one work among all three performances 
that was most eagerly anticipated, and 
its performance gave rise to a genuine 
musical satisfaction. The work is 80 
wonderful—its intellectual and its musi- 
cal theme being so vitally and broadly 
interesting, and the entire musical con- 
tent emanating from the central idea 
of the life and character of a man among 
men being an enlargement so marvel- 
ously expressed—the listener must attend 
and sympathize through all the clear 
and beautiful development of an idea 
which from the start {s great. The 
Bach suite brought into special promi- 
nence the string orchestra, and here the 
well known fact aws emphasized that 
the string orchestra is this organization’s 
strong point,. although the other parts, 
notably the reeds, balance well.

WHITE MAN DIES 


Tom Blackard Kills Deputy 
Marshal Frank Taylor 
and Is Lynched, 


WHILE IN A DRUNKEN FIT 
HE SHOOTS THE OFFICER 


Crowd Takes Him to Bridge, Binds 
His Hands, Puts Noose Around 
His Neck and Quietly 
; Drops Him Out Into 

/ Space. 


Paducch, Ky., April 10.—(Special.)—A 
murder was quickly followed by a lynch- 
ing on the Tennessee side of the state 
Line near Fulton, Ky., last night. 

“Tom Blackard, a white man, shot and 
killed Deputy Marshal Frank Taylor 
shortly after 7 o'clock. Three hours 
later his corpse swung from a bridge 
on Mills street, over Harris Fork. 

Blackard and his victim were both 
young men, each being about 24 years 
of age. Blackard was the son of a 
farmer living at Dukedom, 7 miles from 
here, He was drinking heavily, and 
when he met Tavlor insulted him, al- 
though the two men had never met. Tay- 
lor was in the act of warning him that 
he would put him under arrest if he 
did not use better language, when Black- 
ard suddenly drew a revolver and emp- 
tied it at’ the unsuspecting marshal. 

Wounded Three Times. 

‘Three bullets took effect, two in the 
right breast and one in the head, enter- 
ing near the eye. As Taylor sank t9 
the earth he managed to get his revolver 
out, but he was too far gone to use It. 

A few minutes later Blackard was cap- 
tured. He seemed dazed with fear. He 
was taken back to where the body of 
hig, victim lay. 

An inquest had begun, when at 11.30 
o'clock a number of citizens suddenly 
rushed in and took Blackard away from 
the officers. He was hurried off to where 
the bridge crosses Harris Fork, a small 
creek. His arms were bound and a noose 
was put aro@d his peck, the other end 
of the rope being fastened to the railing 
of the bridge. Blackard made no appeal 
for mercy. 

At a word from the leader Blackard 
Yas pushed off the bridge. Satisfied 
that their work was done, the mob dis- 
persed witheut firing any shots,

SMALLPOX IN TUSCALOOSA: 


Found There in Homes of Refinement 
and Culture. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala., April 10.—(Special.)— 
When the smallpox was stamped out of 
the Tuscaloosa Female college . some 
months ago it was thought that the city 
was entirely free from the epidemic, but 
cases are coming to light of late which 
are causing some little excitement. These 
reach from the Mobile and Ohio depot 
to the university and appear in the homes 
of the most cultured and refined as well 
as among negroes.
